Senators Frazier of North Dakota and Shipstead 
of Minneséta Will Make Demand, for a 
Congressional Investigation.

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—A congres- 
sional investigation of the produc- 
tion cost and distribution of gasoline 
will be demanded by Senators Fra- 
zier of North Dakota and Shipstead 
of Minnesota. 

The Standard Oil Co. of Indiana is 
estimated to have the largest 
amount of gasoline in storage in its 
history. but there has been no re- 
duction of price except in South Da- 
kota, where it met the State cut 
from 26 to 16 cents.

The Cosden, Marland and others 
in the midcontinent field are loading 
up with so much gasoline that they 
have stopped production. Yet this 
does not relieve the great army of 
consumers. Two weeks ago the 
companies refused to reduce prices. 
At a conference here they agreed to 
shut down partly and market gaso- 
line at prevailing quotations. 

“Gentlemen, you are heading for 
aA congressiona! investigation,” 
shouted L. V. Nicholas. Nicholas is 
president of the National Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association. He fought 
for a small reduction, feeling that 
the surplus would be more easily

Fieet “Disappears” From Face of the 
Seas in Maseuvers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 How

On my previous visits to Rome— 
both before and after the war—the 
only excitement I could find afte 
midnight was in ordering a small 
beer at the Cafe Nazionale in the

For it must be re- 
membered that the capital of Italy, 
Cespite its traditional! greatness, is a 
small city. In fact, there are more 
Italians in little old New York than 
there are in Rome and all its sub- 
urbs.

Outside of 
its big hotels there were less than 
half a dozen first-class 
and no after midnight rendezvous 
xcept one or two cheap music halls.
